In the morning hour, Mr. Weaver, of Iowa, 
on behalf of the committee on expenditures in 
the interior department, called up the senate 
bill, providing thatgp the genera! land office 
there shall be ten Mets of division, who shall 
receive a salary of $2,000 each. 

Mr. Weaver explained that the simple pur- 
pore of the bill was to put the chiefs of divis- 
io in the general land office on the same foot- 
ing #s chiefs in other bureaus. 

Mr. Steele, of Indiana, inquired whether the 
«effect of the bill would not be to take those 
cftices out of the provisions of the civil service 
act, and upon receiving the aflirmative answer, 
moved tostrike out the enacting clause. 

The republicans refrained from voting, and 
left the house without a quorum, in which con- 
dition it remained until the morning hour ex- 

ircd, 
The house went into committee of the whole 
on the-consular and diplomatic bill. 

Mr. Allen, of Mississippi, attacked the bill in 
a humorous and sarcastic speech, on the ground 
of its extravagance. It appropriated, he said, 
£446,000 more t: an the bill under which the 
last republican administration operated, and it 
was cleatly in violation of the pledges of the 
demcc atic party. 

Mr. Hitt, of Illinois, defended the bill. The 
inciease of the appropriation, he said, was due 
to the change made by the bill of the method 
of payment of consuls from fees to salary, and 
the fees of the service would become a part of 
tLe revenue. 

Mr. Clements, of Georgia, defended the bill, 
and especially the consular provisions of it, 
contending that the interests of the people 
would be best conserved by the change from 
the fee to the salary system. If the people 
kuew the truth of the foreign service, they 
would demand of congress that that service be 
mede eflicient and honest. 

Mr. Belmont, in closing the debate on the 
bill, replied to the attacks made uponit. Al- 
luding to the differences of opinion with regard 
to the bill which existed upon the democratic 
side, he said that he did not care whether the 
gentiemen on the republican side were inter- 
ested or notin those differences, because he 
believed that many years would pass before 
they would obtain any benefit from them. The 
bill, he said, was an increase over the actual 
amount earried by the bill of last year of 
$196,000, but the increased collections to the 
ireasuiy under it would at the lowest estimate 
be $150,000. The whole bill was, therefore, an 
inerease oycr last year of only some 310,000, 

The committee rose and the house adjourned.

WASHINGTON, February 10.—Nineteen work- 
ing days remain to the present congress, Toair- 
teen of the fourteen annual appropriation biils, 
incinding the river and harbor bill, are not yet 
rcady to go to the president.

THE KNIGHTS’ MANDATE. 


MAYOR HEWITT ON THE LABOR 
SITUATION. 


The Despotism of Secret Lebor Organizations—Em- 
ployers Should Not Permit Their Wor 
to be Coerced into Joining Them—The 
Breakizg Up of the Strike, Bte., 
7 

New York, February 10.—At the annual 
dinner of the stationers’ board of trade to- 
night, a letter of regret was read from Mayor 
Hewitt, who is yet confined to his house, and 
in which he wrote thus: 

Just now the city is suffering, and seems likely to 
sufier, from a new form of despotism, by which not 
only employers but employes are deprived of all 
free agency,’and are made subject to the control of 


. a secret body, where originated and of whom com- 


seems to know. I do 
not believe that the ple of - this 
country, especially its intelligent workmen, 
whose right to organize for mutual advantages no 
one denies, will long continue to submit them- 
selves to the intolerable oppression of strikes, boy- 
cotts, and in refusing to earn their daily bread at 
the will of a secret body, whose mandates are given 
without explanation, and from whose orders there 
seems to be no appeal. While I would maintain 
the right of men to organize in their own way for 
their own protection, 1 would insist upon the right 
of other men who do not choose to connect them- 
selves with associations, but prefer toact as free 
lances, if you choose, to exercise their 
undoubted right of individual choice. 
Least of all, is it tobe conceded thatone set of 
men shall deprive other setsof menof the rights 
of labor? Such a doctrine reduces free labor toa 
condition of serfage more intolerable than that 
which prevailed in the middle ages. 

There will be no security until the intelligence 
of the community is aroused and a decision arrived 
at on the part of ener that they will not per- 
mit any portion of their men to be coerced in the 
right to join ortorefuse tojoin trade assoctations, 
I would not discourage such associations, but on 
the contrary I shall hope to see the time when 
masters and workmen will belong 
to such organizations intended to 
premote the welfare of the tradein which they 
ure engaged. There may be, at times, differences 
of opinion and even strikes; but it is intolerable 
that under any circumstances the business of a 
whole community shall be arrested because some 
man may imagine he has a grievance which re- 
quires the sacrifice of thousands of people in order 
that he may get the rights that ought to be secured 
to him by law and confirmed in the courts, if they 
be denied. In other words,in this country the 
only overruling power is the law which establishes 
the will of the people, and any attempt to establish 
any other tribunal in the courts, and especially 
irresponsible and secret tribunals, can only bring 
on a paralysis of industry andjthe ruin of the very 
c!ass w hose intezests are stake. 


NO SIGNS OF THE TROUBLE

Steamers Discharging and Loading with 
Regularity. 

New York, February 10.—Along the river 
fronts today there was no indication that any 
trouble existed between the longshore- 
men and railroad and steamship lines. 
At the railroadpiers the loading of cars 
on big floats was being carried on 
with regularity, and at the coastwise and 
southern port steamship companies all evidences 
of the recent struggle were obliterated. The 
steamer City of Atlanta,of the Clyde line, which 
reached her dock on Monday, discharged her 
cargo yesterday and is now on the dry dock, 
being examined as to the damage done by the 
collision with the schooner off Charleston harbor 
on the 4th instant. The superintendent says 
the work of discharging her had been done 
quicker than the old hands would have accom- 
plished it. Police Captain Murphy said thatthe 
strikers remained in their houses now and 
caused no trouble. Everything was as quiet as 
before the strike. 

ENCOURAGED BY A RUMOR. 

A report that the brewers and engineers 
were about to strike reached the vicinity of 
the piers Jate in the afternoon today, and ina 
short time there were more strikers on the 
street corners, opposite the docks, than were 
seen at one time since the longshoremen and 
freight handlers ceased work. The rumor was 
received with great rejoicing by the strikers, 
and wavering men scemed encouraged. The 
mabdgers and superintendents of the piers and 
decks, however, along the whole river front 
say most emphatically, that they will not take 
back any of the old hands. They assert that 
the menthey have now are giving Satisfac- 
tion, and under no circumstances would they 
be turned away. 


THE BOSTON TIE-UP. 


The Strikers Ask to be Reinstated in a Body, 
sut the Directors Refuse, 

Boston, February 10.—A committee of South 
Boston railroad strikers met a committee of 
directors this afternoon, but failed to reach a 
settlement, and a second conference was held 
late tonight with the same result. The men 
made the proposition that they would return 
to work if they were taken back ina body, 
but the directors refused to bind themselves by 
any such agreement. They consented, how- 
ever to take back twenty-five more men than 
they actually needed, but this was unsatisfactory. 
[t is generally understood that the company 
will attempt to run cars either tomorrow or 
Saturday, and the present temper of the men 
indicates thattrouble will attend the attempt. 

On the Cambridge road matters are practically 
unchanged, One or two cases of intimidation 
of new men by strikers are reported, but there 
‘The company has 
c1oployed about 150 new men, but no attempt 
has yet been made to start a car, and it is not 
known when there will be.

THE MINERS RESUME WORK. 


The Men Make an Arrangement by Which a 
Difficulty Will Be Avoided, 

PitrspuRG, Pa., February 10.—The Monon- 
gahela miners resumed work this morning in 
the first, second and third rools. The pits are 
not all running yet, but they are expected to 
be in complete operation within a couple of 
days, by which time a majority of the miners 
will be ready. to resume work. The hitch in re- 
gard to the mining rate in the fourth pool prom- 
ises to be amicably settled. The miners have 
evinced a disposition to help their employers to 
fill their contracts. The men at one of the 
works have told theiremployer to take con- 
tractsand they will mine coal at one-eighth of 
acent less than the decision of the national 
beard. This will putthe rate at two anda 
fourth cents, thus maintaining a difference of 
cne-balf a cent between the fourth and other 
pools. Other operators think that their miners 
will make a similar proposition, and the indi- 
cations are that there will be no strike in the 
fourth pool.

INGALLS’S WAR TALK. 


It is Making Something of a Sensation in 
European Capitals. 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—The recent 
speech of Sexatcr Ingalls on the fiisheries and 
the relations between the United States and 
Great Britain, growing out of. the Canadian 
troubles, it was hinted among some prominent 
diplomats, has created quite a stir at the Enu- 
ropean capitals. The press of Paris, Vienna, 

serlin and St. Petersburg, echoing the views 
ofthe government and people, assert that the 
world would justify and vindicate with enthu- 
siasm the most aggressive and radical policy on 
the part of the United States in their dealings 
with Great Britain on the questions at issue 
between the two governments. 

In diplomatic circles there is a quiet belief 
thatthe prominence given to the American 
fisheries question among the continental coun- 
tries of Eurepe has a deeper significance than 
appears on the surface. If England were to 
become embroiled ina controversy with the 
United States tending to war, it would practic- 
ally take her out of the political affairs of Eu- 
rope and give the nations now drifting into 
hostile relations an opportunity to settle their 
differences by war or diplomacy without any 
very preminent or positive influences from 
London. 

Senator Ingalls, in conversation, said: “The 
letters, numbering far into the hundreds, 
which I have received show conclusively a 
strong undercurrent of popular commendation 
of a positive and aggressive course on the part 
of our government. I discover in these com- 
munications a profound feeling of nationality 
among our people and an eagerness to resent 
any alroganceée or presumption on the part of 
England. Itis the voice of Canada, bat the 
hand Of Great Britain. Itis amazing to ‘see 
what a widespread consciousness touches the 
popular heart.” 

“Do you propore to go farther?” 

“T shall develop the ideas which I have ad- 
vanced, The peopleare ready to settle this 
fishery question in the line of American destiny 
on this hemisphere. It will be a national issue 
before we know where we are, and the public 
men who stand in the way will go to the wall. 
The people of the.world look to us to move on 
in the direction of human liberty and free in- 
stitutions. I have now a newspaper sent me 
from Paris which says that the position we 
have taken ‘utters the active conciousness of 
the human race.’ This great question of elim- 
inating from our own continental affairs all 
causes of complications with the governments 
of the eld world by releasing them’ from con- 
trol has already taken firm hold on the popular 
beart.”

St. Louis, February 10.—Arnot’s extensive 
livery stable,on Chestnut street, burned at 
midnight, causing a loss estimated at $150,000:

OF AN AUDIENCE 


A San Francisco Crank Carries a Bomb Iato the 
Opera House With Evil Intent—The Audi- 
ence Excited, but Adelina Soothes 


Them by Singing “Sweet Home,” 


SAN FRANCISCO, February 10.—A dramatic 
and sensational episode occurred at the Grand 
opera house last night. Adelina Patti was giv- 
ing her last concert of the season, which was 
announced also as her last appearance in this 
city. The incident will tend to make Patti’s 
farewell memorable. At 10:20, after Patti had 
twice appeared infront of the curtain in re- 
sponse to recalls at the conclusion of an aria 
from ‘‘La Traviata,” and just as she had retired 
again to the wings 

A TREMENDOUS EXPLOSION 

was clearly heard above the vociferous applause, 
and a cloud of smoke seen to rise over the rail- 
ing of the gallery. Instantly every lorgnette 
inthe house was focused where the exciting 
scene was transpiring, and a panic was immi- 
nent. The peop'e in the gallery were rushin 
about seeking the quickest means of exit, an 
it was only through the self-possession of the 
newspaper men present in the boxes, coupled 
with that of the diva, that the stampede of the 
entire audience for the doors was prevented. 

The newspaper men were inthe stage box, 
and quickly perceived that no serious resylt 
had occurred, and that the danger was over. 
They communicated by nods and motions with 
Mme. Patti, who was still in the flics, to come 
before the curtain. She comprehended the 
situation and came forward quickly, and giv- 
ing the cue to Arditti began singing “Home, 
Sweet Home.” This hada calming effect on 
the audience, and though many left to ascer- 
tain thecause and effect of the unexpected 
punctuation to the performance the concert 
wes carried on toits conclusion. As soon as 
the location of the explosion could be learned a 
policeman rushed to the scene and founda 

an with a badly burned face and hands, 
moaning with agony, and the remains of

about him. He was placed under arrest and 
conveyed to Irving hospital, where he stated 
that when he stooped to pick up his hat and 
cane he found a package under his seat, which 
he picked up, and that as he raised it to see 
what it was it exploded. Though he was bad- 
ly burned about the face and hands, it is be- 
lieved he received no serious injuries, and no 
other person believes him to be hurt. He gave 
as kis name Dr. James Hodges, aged seventy- 
one years, dyspeptic specialist, residence 4

The 
can was wrapped in pieces of cloth soaked with 
inflammable oil, and it is believed that the in- 
tention was not only to kill Patti and those 
near the stage, but also to set fire to the build- 
ing. The bomb was arranged to explode bya 
number of friction matches which were con- 
nected with a fuse inserted in the powder. Oae 
theory is that the fuse burned too quickly for 
the crank, and the explosion was premature, 
Though Patéi performed her part in the re- 
mainder of the programme, it was noticeable 
that the occurrence had considerable effect up- 
on her. and somewhat subdued her usual vi- 
vacity.

HAWKINSVILLE, Ga., February 1).—[Spe- 
cial.|—There is evidently a difference of opin- 
ion between the witnesses in regard to the al- 
leged providential punishment of William 
Burkett, of Coffee county, for profanity. The 
case was first brought to public attention 
about nine months ago. The statement was 
that Burkett had cursed God, and that an al- 
most immediate paralysis was the result. The 
Hawkinsville Dispatch confirmed the story 
several weeks ago, in an article written by its 
editor, in which the following remarks were 


made: 

Just as the sun sank from view inthe west we 
entered the Ocmulgee swamp. The moon, almost 
at ite full, was rising above the tops of the trees in 
the east, and with the fading twilight and the 
moonlight we reached the bank of the river. We 
shouted a few times, when a voice from the oppo- 
site side responded, and a man came over with 
the fiat. When we asked where Mr. Burkett, the 
terrymah, was, the man told us that his daughter 
Khedy was dead; had died the day before, and 
they were all gone to the burial. 

“Well, how is Will Burkett getting along—is he 
still paralyzed?” 

“He is stilin a bad fix; he can't yet talk So as to 
be understood, and his right side is still paral- 
yred,’ 

” It is said that Mr. Burkett was very profane, and 
that he was Dlaspheming the Almighty last suin 

mer, when he was stricken with paralysis, and be- 
came helpless and speechless. His last word, it is 
said, was an oath against God. When we saw Mr. 
Burkett last week on our retorn home he was able 
to walk about, but could not talk.;He could mum 

ble and gesticulate so as to make himself slightly 
understood. Evidently he knew the editor of the 
Dispatch, and when 1 mentioned having crossed 
the ferry with General Cook twelve years ago, and 
that we saw his old pistol buckled around his body 
he laughed atthe recital ofthe incident. Poor fel 

low’ As we looked at him in his physical helpless 
ness. and remembered the death of his daughter 
two or three days before, we could only feel thatif 
he remained upon that lonely river bank, and con- 
tinted a short while longer to inhale the oye 
ous. miasmatic atmosphere, he, too, would be in 
the grave when we next cross at his ferry. 

The News ofthis week sheds some more 
light upon the subject.

THE STATE FAIR, 


How the Intelligence of the Location 


Affected Macon.

Your correspondent found a pretty general 
sentiment in iavor of alternating between 
Macon and Atlanta among the executive com-

The past experience of the association has 
taught them thatone week is long enongh to 
hold the annual fair, as two weeks is too much 
time to keep exhibitors of live stock on ex- 
pepnses.

AMONG THE OLD SETTLERS. 


Indian Tales and Other Items From a Gen- 
eration That ils Gene, 
From the Valdosta, Ga , Times. 

“Do you see that hole there? Some years 
ago a boy was plowing along here and sudden- 
ly the earth beneath him gave way and the 
horse and boy went down.” 

Tom Polhill] spoke those words and Jim Sta- 
pler corroborated. Four of us were pressing 
hard upon a large covey of partridges that had 
sought shelter in the thick grass and weeds 
which encumbered the ground 
the reabouts. Already a half 
dozen beauties had been baggel about 
the spot, and “Check” was just bringing in an- 
other which had fallen before Jim Stapler’s 
unerring aim, while “Ruby” stood, a picture 
foran artist, upon another just ten paces 
ahead. But we stopped fora moment to hear 
more of this tale. 

“By a great effort,’ continued Tom, “the 
boy extricated himself from the earth which 
had hedged in around him, as he sank 
down, and ran off for help. but all efforts to 
rescue the animal alive were a failure.” It was 
said that for a long time it was difficult to get 
negroes to work or plow in that field. That 
hole in the ground stood a constant threat to 
their peace of mind. They could not lay in 
the fence corners and sleep with any degree of 
satisfaction for fear of being swallowed up 
alive. 

Jim Hunt was standing on the brink of the 
cavity in the earth with a Remington cocked, 
“present arms” like, looking every Second fora 
partridge to rustle out from under his feet, but 
while this story was being told and commented 
upon by us he instinctively backed off a few 
paces, as though he was fancyjgg the earth 
again about to give way and this time take 
him in, instead of the horse and boy. 

‘This was in what is known asthe Albert field, 
in the first (or Bellville) district of Hamilton 
county, Florida, and it is not over a mile and a 
half from the Ochtahachee, which has a subter- 
ranean ontiet by which the magnificent lake 
every year or so empties its waters into un- 
known recesses below, leaving a large, dry 
basin two miles long. 

The undergrowth that makes a hammock of 
so much ofthe Bellville district now is com- 
paratively arecent growth. Forty years ag 
one could stand upon the hill three miles east 
of Bellville, upon which the Polhill boys, with 
their mother and sister now live, and see a 
great distance around through the great pine 
forests. Now you can see no distance where it 
is not cleared. In the early settlement of this 
country the hunter, who still-hunted princi- 
pally, used to goto that hill to spot the deer. 
Mr. Charies Herndon, who, by the way, is yet 
death to the deer when he gets among them in 
the woods, has journeyed to that hill and gone 
out of the region about it with many a buck. 
On ote occasion he spotted his deer a 
half mile or more away, feeding on the 
young and tender herbs and grasses of spring. 
By an art known tothe still-hunter alone, he 
siealtbily stalked up within range and was 
drawing his bead, which meant death tothe 
object in view, when he discovered a little 
fawn coming like lightning across the ridge to 
the mother doe. His rifle dropped and then 
found a resting place on his shoulder, and doe 
ang fawn were allowed to depart alive and in 
peace. Such animpulse could come only from 
a true hunter—one who believed in protecting 
while he slow. But why this later growth? 
We have heard that the Indians used to burn 
the woods with great regularity, and always at 
a certain time in the spring—~in March, we be 
lieve. This kept the undergrowth of oak, 
hickory, dogwoed, ete., down. Since the red 
man has departed for other hunting grounds 
and the paleface hastaken possession of these 
parts the fire has been kept out of the woods 
2s much as possible, and hence the transforma- 
tien. 

When the Cherokee Indians passed through 
this country, en route for the Seminole region 
in South Florida, a party of them crossed the 
Withlacochee river at what is now known as 
“Indian Ford,’ near Belleville, from which 
circumstance it got its name. <A white settler, 
whose name now escapes us, was living near 
the crossing, and during the night they entered 
his outhouses and stole a lot of Sea Island cot- 
ton seed, evidently mistaking them for peas. 
This circumstance led to the discovery the 
next day of the fact that they were in the 
country, and a party was organized to follow 
them. Some miles below, about West farm, in 
Madison county, the seed were found upon the 
ground. It is supposed that they traveled on 
during the night and did not discover that the 
sced were not peas until daylight. 

This reminds us thatthat beautiful lake on 
Captain B. F. Moseley’s plantation, twelve 
miles south of Valdosta, knownas Indian pond, 
tock its uame from a circumstance connected 
with the Cherokee hegira to Florida. It issaid 
that the father of Franklin Swilley killed the 
last Indian ever known in this region while 
the red man was in the edge o/ this lakedrink- 
ing water. Heseemed tobe alone. Perhaps 
he fell ill by the way and had been left.to per- 
ish> “Perhaps his strength had rallied and he 
resumed the journey southward alone. His 
il luck, or bad health, led toa reckless indif- 
ferenee. to his fate, and he thus allowed a pale- 
face togetthedropon him. At any rate, a 
bullet through the body laid the warrior low, 
and never more did he meet his fellow- warriors 
this side of the happy grounds.

The Emin Bey Expedition—An Interview 
With H. M. Stanley. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette, January 17th. 

Mr. Stanley’s headquarters are on Bond 
street, a suite of rooms on the first floor, which 
he has made his home for the last two years. 
Tée walls of the vestibule are lined with tro- 
pbies and pictures of Africa; but there is no 
sign of barbaric mementos in the modern lux- 
uty of his spacious sitting room, whose wals 
are hung with water-colors, photographs and 
sketches. Explorer, nomad, Ulysses, as he is, 
he does not despise the pleasures of the ur- 
bolsterer, as was shown by the handsome cabi- 
nets, the sumptuous settees, the soft rugs strewn 
about the foor. In a minute he came into the 
room. erect as ever, smokirg a cigir aud re- 
marking, “I have had no sleep for two nigh‘s, 
and only got back from Brussels at five this 
motning; but I can give you fifteen miautes. 
My time is short now. 

“We have naturally considered the question 
of the routes very seriously, and discussed it 
very thoroughly. I willexplain to you how 
matters stand. Itis possible to reach Emin 
either from the Congo or from Zanzibar: Lot 
us teke the Zanzibar route. My expedition is 
1,000 strong when it leaves Zanzibar. What 
will it be when we reach the savage-bound 
circle drawn round Emin? You have marched, 
say 1,000 miles under a torrid sun, each man 
carrying sixty pounds. During this arduous 
jou:ney your number is gradually decreasing. 
Some desert, some are fatigued. some die, some 
are killed, some are weakened by bhang. The 
rumor goes about that the real danger does 
not begin until you reach the fringe of the 
circle. Panic may seize the men; and then— 
why, they may desert ina body. They have 
come from Zanzibar, and the way nome is open 
tothem. Take the Congo route. The king of 
the Belgians has given us permission to use the 
steamer on the Upper river, the journey is com- 
paratively easy, food is plentiful, and you land 
your men on the edge of the danger circle 
fresh, active, in good spirits, and in good con- 
dition. But most important ofall. they cannot 
desert. If they turn tail they have not Zanzi- 
bar behind them, but only the waters of the 
Congo. The advantages of one route over an- 
other are obvious. The diftliculty now is the 
transport from Zanzibar tothe Congo I hope 
to find a steamer ready when we reach Zanzi- 
bar.”’ 

Mr. Stanley then spread out a well-worn 
map Of equatorial Africa, on which the mighty 
Congo and its tributaries were indicated in 
heavy blue washes, spreading itself out likea 
monarch ofthe fore:t with its thousand limbs. 
The great equatorial lakes were shown ona 
large scale—Tanganika, Victoria Nyanza,Albert 
Nyanza andthe Nile winding its way past 
Wadelaiand Khartum. Mr. Stanley then de- 
scribed a rough circle with a lead pencil 
through which the expedition had to pass be- 
fore it can reach the beleaguered Emin. By 
means of a telegraph form and a pair of rusty 
dividers, he measured off the possible routes, ex- 
plainipg how the dreaded power of M’Wanga, 
of Uganda, son of his old friend 
M’Tesa, had spread. ‘‘Here,”’ indicating 
the stretch of country between the 
great lakes, “are some of _ the best 
fighting men in all Africa, 20,000 of them and 
more. Nomatter which route the expedition 
takes, there is the danger, for Uganda’s power 
extends right upto Albert Nyanza.” ‘‘Could 
you cross Victoria by boats?’ “We take one 
boat with us for the rivers,” replied the ex- 
plorer. “I cannot tell you whatI shall I do. 
My secret must remain undivulged. 
M Wanga’s emissaries are everywhere. 

“Whichever way we go, I shall send cour- 
iers with dispatches until we touch the fringe 
of the terrible girdle which incloses Emin in 
its grasp. From the circumference of this 
circle to the centre is, I estimate, a distance 
of some 300 to 400 miles. I shall dispatch my 
last courier from its edge, and before they 
reach the coast I shall hopeto have come up 
to Emin Bey. You should hear news of us 
about July. 

“Of course Tipoo Tip is an old friend of 
mine. I rememberhimas a most agreeable 
and gentlemanly fellow. He once beat one of 
my own men ina foot raceand carried oi a 
silver goblet. His story is toldin one of my 
books, but his powerand influence have ex- 
tcuded enormously since then, His headquar- 
ters are at Kasonge. M’Wanga must have 
been a child when I was with M’Tesa, his 
father. He was educated by a Roman Catholic 
priest, but when he succeeded his father the 
priests were the first te suffer. One of my 
difficulties is that if I trouble him, the mission- 
aries he has in his power (Bishop Hannington 
was one of hisvictims) will certainly sufier. 
He is about twenty now, I should think. 

What is the full strength of the expedition?” 

“Aboutathousand men, all told. Besides 
myself I have eight Englishmen; the rest of the 
number is made of Zanzibaris. Already the 
carayan has grown beyond my original inten- 
tion. ‘he estimated cost is £20,000. The 
preparation has been ordered by cable to Zanzi- 
bar, aud when we reach there all should be 
ready. Each porter carries sixty pounds weight, 
and I alloweach European 180 pounds baggage. 
We shall depend for our food upon what the 
Villages aud our guns supply, taking only such 
luxuries as tea, coffee, sugar, to>acco, and 
the things Africa does not supply, The 
equipment of an expedition such as_ this 
is not a difficult matter, though it is an in- 
teresting calculation—arule ofthreesum. If 
20 men require so much, how many will 20,000 
want? One has to calculate the currencies 
among the different tribes. How many days 
shall we be marching through tisact A? So 
many. ‘The currency is beads; then so many 
beads. Through tract B? So many. The 
currency is cloth; then so many thousand 
yaids of it. ThroughtractC? Somany. Ths 
currency is wire; then so much wire, You see, 
it is not so difficult, given the experience and 
the knowledge.” 

“Supposing you elect the Corgo route, will 
you proceed as far as the Stanley Falls Sta- 
tion?’ 

“That isa matter of detail which I cannot 
discuss. We may take one of the big rivers 
which fall into the Congo on its right bank, or 
we may keeptothe main body of the river. 
Why should I be afraid to go up to the falls if 
I have friendly relations with Tipoo? The 
station was undoubtedly lost by bad manage- 
mentand wantof tact. A female slave es- 
capes frem the Arabs and seeks refuge in the 
station. They refuse to give her up. The con- 
sequences are fire and devastation. You ask 
me what I should have done—give herup. It 
may be against my principles or against those 
of every Briton to refuse to protect a refugee 
slave, but have we notevery day to sacrifice 
them? i might have said to the woman, ‘I am 
very sorry for you, but you must retarn. 
I will, however, say a good word for 
you and see what can ~be done.’ 
i might even have bcught her. A little tact, 
and the station might certainly have been 
saved. As it is, for this one woman thous- 
2apds of slaves have been made. The country 
was healing up; itis now an open soré. As I 
have said, slavery may be ‘against my priaci- 
p'es, but ene slave saved hasmademany. Tie 
chief should have seen that his business was to 
kcep the station. And he might have done it. 
Suppese you were walking on the embank- 
ment, and a thicf said, ‘1 want your money.’ 
You wculd perhaps reply, ‘But with all due 
deference to you, I prefer tokeep it. ‘Tv yoar 
life?’ the thief might reply. You have your 
alternative. I compare the one slave who cost 
us the station to your money. Itis better to 
sacrifice a part and save the whole. 

“It is very simple. I take my place at the 
head of the taravan. Whatismy weapon? A 
stick. Of course I have my escort. A revolver? 
The surest weapon is the eye. Previson. 
There are scouts in front of us. to the right 
and the left. Am I not afraid of ambuseades? 
‘hey have not yet caught me asleep. Mind, 
this is a rush, not an exploring party. The 
bugle scunds at 4:30; day begins to dawn at 5; 
at5:15 you see the pale gray patches on the 
horizon; at 5:30 there is light enough to see 
the paih; at 6 o'clock the sun appears on the 
horizon—it is bot by 9:30. We have been 
marching at the rate, say ,of two and one-half 
miles an hour, the column is close up, the men 
are still fresh andcheery. By eleven the heat 
beats down upon you, and there are long gaps 
in the column, which from a quarter of a mile 
long at starting is now elongated to a mile and 
aquarter. Itisthen time to halt. Early in 
the morning one hasa cup of coffee and a piece 
of native bread, perhaps, or may be only a 


handful of ground nuts. At six o'clock we stop 
for the night, we have diuner, smoke by the 
fire, and discuss the next day's work; then bed, 
for seven hourssieep. No one wants more. 
Thirteen miles aday is good work. It depends 
upon the nature of the country, whether it 1s 
dense forest or stretching land.” 

“If I die,” wrote Emin Béy, “who will take 
this work up? I think only of that. Iam too 
much needed here to think of leaving my post. 
Time is wanted; but from the seed I have tried 
to sow Coubtless good fruit will spring up.*~ 
“Will he return, do you think, Mr, Stanley?” 
“T cannot say.” replied the explorer, gazing 
into the fire, and following the trail of smoke 
from his cigar. “I cannot say. Livingstone 
declined: so may Emin. But the object of the 
expedition is to take him relief, by supplying 
him with ammunition. Having fulfilled that 
part of our undertaking, we have ta bring out 
with usthe fifty women and children of the 
Cairo Arabs who are with him. I can gay 
nothing about the stores of ivory which he 
may have accumulated. No, I have never met 
him.” 

“Amlof ahopeful temperament? Well, I 
dare say we all haye our despondent hours 
when everything seemsto go wrong. Who 
bas not, if he sees failure staring him in the 
face through the folly or carelessness of some 
member of a expedition, in which all the best 
qualities‘of a man are put to the test? I should 
be despondent if, say, I found at a crucial 
point of my journey my men were seized with 
panic, and only a handful of white men was 
left. These might stay or return; to stay would 
mean death; to return, to fail. The expedition 
is full of dangers and difficulties which no one 
can foresee. I do not want to be troubled with 
fighting. Fighting is folly if it can be avoided. 
I prefer diplomacy. 

“Yes, Iam in excellent health. I never al- 
low the luxuries of civilization to demoralize 
me, and I never wasa gourmand. I shall be 
happy when I set my foot once more on Afri- 
cen soil, and I fall readily into my old nomad- 
ic ways of life. Tea, coffee, milk, tobacco, but 
stimulantsscldom. Yes, here I smoke six ci- 
gersaday. In Africal have my pipe and 
mild tobacco. I did not begin to smoke until! 
I was twenty five, and could not grapple with 
a pipe till I was thirty. Since then I have -al- 
ways found tobacco a solace and an aid 
toconcentration. I remember when on one 
journey down the Congo, we were just about to 
enter a most dangerous country. I knew that 
a fight was inevitable, and told my men to 
make ready. I took an observation, lighted 
my pipe, and smoked for five minutes to settle 
myself for the action. We were fighting for 
ourlivea few minutes afterwards, and the 
battle went on for hours. Livingstone never 
emoked,”

The newsof Augusta’s good fortune in at

One sultry afternoon in July when the mercury 
was careering wildiy atthétop of the tube, Major 
Cumming espied this latent firein the grate and 
determined at once upon playing a joke upon his 
partner. Major Barnes was absent atthe court- 
house where he had been bored for several hours 
with an exasperating case. Butit wasnear the 
hour of adjournment, and, knowing that he wouid 
soon be in, Major Cumming touched a match to the 
lightwood and in a little while there wasa steady 
coal fire that would have made things comfortable 
with the thermometer below zero. He withdrew 
into an adjoiling oflice to await developments. 

Pretty soon the impressive tread of the major was 
heard upon the stairs, and, lugging an armful of 
law books and fanning himself with his hat, he en- 
tered his office.

is the Sonth Keeping the Faith? 

Under the above caption the Springfield 
Republican reviews an article by J. C, 
Embry, a colored minister of Philadelphia, 
who-broadly asserts that the south has not 
kept ‘aith with his race. Our contemporary 
SAYS ; 

The colored men offthe south have a hard strug- 
gle before them, and their continued progress de- 
pends tpon qualities of heart and head that would 
test the most determined of nations, but to claim 
that during the period since reconstruction no 
faith has been kept with the negro is worse than 
blindness, it is a cold misstatement of fact. Many 
of the burdens hinted at in Mr. Embry’s picture 
are the burdens incident to poverty. Poor whites 
as well as poor blacks know this perfectly. But 


what are the changes? When a negro, in most of 
the southern states, is arrested for a crime he 
elects, in nine cases out of ten, to be tried by a jury 
oi white men. More negro children are in the 
publie schools of the south than ever before, and 
more money is appropriated for education. There 
aye more—many more negroes ownipge hoMes and 
farms: there are more negroes yoting the demo- 
cratic ticket and refusing to look upon southerners 
as theiv enemies. Colored men sitin the legiSla- 
tures both as democrats and republicans, and 
whenever there is proposed a colored exhibition, 
like the one advertised to take place in Ala- 
bama next year, 75 per cent of the southern news- 
papers not only applaud it, but write long edito- 
rials showing the industrial advancement of the 
Hegroes, aud make practical suggestions for their 
good. Neither is the nation at large guilty of 
‘moral cowardice, neglect and indifference,” ner 
can the south be damned with uncordiality toward 
the negro. There are serious complications still to 
be met, and there must be a fair amount of eandor 
and forbearance on both sides. Ceriainly the na- 
tion can not wipe out a race jealousyor distrust by 
allowing achain of misrepresentations and vin- 
dietive memory to be thrown over its head. 

Coming from a northern source this calm 
presentation of the situation carries weight 
with it.. But there is still more to be said. 
After nearly a quarter of a century of free- 
dom, the negro, like the white man, stands 
on his own merits. This view of the case 
was forcibly stated in the recent senate mes- 
sage to the president in reference tothe 
Matthews case. In that document, which 
voices the republican sentiment of the coun- 
try, it is said: 

It has never before been urged that a person’s 
nomination for an oflice should be confirmed or 
rejected because he was black or because he was 
white. This classification has been abolished by 
the suppression of the rebellion and by the amend- 
ments of the constitution, and is no longer properly 
to be recognized in dealing with public affairs, 

If this classification is no longer properly 
to be recognized in dealing with public af- 
fairs, it follows that it is not to be recog- 
nized in the private affairs growing out of 
business relations. In the struggle for ex- 
istence the doctrine of the survival of the 
fittest controls. Year after year the num- 
ber of successful and prosperous negrdes is 
increasing, and with the growth of habits of 
honesty, sobriety, industry and economy we 
may expect to see still greater progress. 
There is no longer a question of the south 
keeping the faith. Thepoint is that every 
man, white and black, must keep the faith 
that is involved in all the phases of his re- 
lationship to the community in which he 
lives. When he does this he will prosper 
when the community prospers, and share its 


advancement, Thisis all thereis in it. 


How to Silence an Enemy. 

Generally it isa weak man who goes intd 
the courts to vindicate his character.

There is genuine philosophy in alt this, 
and when men understand it better there 
will be fewer suits for libel and slander. If 
aman is so sensitive that he cannot let a 
bitter tongue wag, the way to do is to win 
it over. %

The Towers of Silence. 

When the hour of death is at hand, says a 
writer in Macmillan’s Magazine, the dying Parsee 
is carried down to the cellar, or the lowest room in 
the house—with what notion I failed to learn, 
Aiterward the body is borne to a great burial tower, 
there to be exposed tothe winds of heaven, the 
burning sun, the beating rain and allthe host of 
foul carrion birds. Some rich families have 2 pri- 
vate tower of their own, a sort offamily mausoleum 
The public burial towers, of which there are five 
stand on Malabar hill, in a garden of flowering 
shrubs overlooking the sea, Here, amid bowers of 
roses and jessamine, stand there towers of silence, 
as they are called, ghastly receptacles for the dead. 
They are about 30 feet high and 60 feet wide. On 
the top of each is an open grating, on which the 
bodies are laidin three circles; children in the 
center, then the women and men at the onteredge. 
Innumerable birds of prey are forever hovering, 
with their sharp, hungry cries, round these towers, 
or sitting perched on them, solemnly waiting for 
the grateful feast that is never long delayed—a 
feast which daily averages three Parsees, beside 
women and children, for it isestimated that each 
day tbree of these prosperous, intelligent, well-to- 
do looking merchants find their last resting place 
in the voracious maws of these ravenous birds. 
And when the birds have done their part, and 
winds and sun and rain have all combined to 
whiten the skeleton to a thing like polished ivory, 
gradually;the bones separate and fall through the 
open grating into a well below the tower, whence, 
it is said, they are taken by a subterranean passage 
and cast into the sea, and sothe space is left clear 
for the next comers. 
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An Extraordinary Vessel. 


An exchange says: The new steamship 
Pocahontas, the building of which will be begun 
in a few weeks at Alexandria, Va., by the Arrow 
Steamship company, which owns all the patents 
upon her for not only this country, but all the rest 
of the world, wherever a steamship can be built, 
will be a most extraordinary yessel. She is tobe 
540 feet long over all, with 40 feet breadth of beam; 
will draw 20 feet 3 inches at the bow, and 25 feet 5 
inches at the stern; arid her engines will develop 
in ordinary working a force of 12,000 horse power, 
with acapacity for increase to over 25,000. Her 
lines—sloping 207 feet each way from her amidship 
section—are even sharper than those of Herres- 
hoff’s famous launch, the Stilletto, and her propor- 
tion of-motive power to resistance is very much 
greater than thatlittle wonder possesses, At the 
seme time, there are certain peculiarities about 
her exterior form and interior construction that, it 
is belieyed by competent marine constructors, will 
make her a very steady vessel. The Pocahontas is 
to be of steel and iron throughout, built by a sys- 
tem of vertical transverse and both vertical and 
horizontal longitudinal walls, upon an iron keel of 
wonderfully strong construction and weighing 750 
tons. She will thus be cellular, consisting of 1,060 
compartments, of which 500 are to be below the 
water line, and could not be sunk, even were she 
cut in two, or be any more liable to burning than 
is a safe deposit vault. Not the least interesting 
feature of the venture is the fact that the new 
steamer is to be sailed under the American flag.

Report Showing the Proportion Marketed 
and Estimated Total Yield, 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—The final re- 

port ofthe cotton crop for 1586 shows the 


average date of closing the picking season, the 


proportion of the crop marketed on the Ist of 
February, the quality of the staple, price of 
eced and the estimated product compared with 
that of 1985, 

The close of picking is reported the same‘as 
last year in the Carolinas and Texas; one day 
earlier in Mississippi; two days later in Georgia 
and Louisiana; four in Tennessee and twenty- 
one in Arkansas. The dates are: North Caro- 
lin, December 2d; South Carolina, November 


30th; Georgia, December Ist; Florida, Novem- 


ber 27th, Alabama, December 2d; Mississippi, 
December 7th; Louisiana, December 12th; 
Texas, December Jd; Arkansas, December 25th; 
Tennessee, December 15th. The late maturing 
of the crop extended the season slightly in a 
few states. Only in Arkansas was the season 
lengthened by inability to pick the heavy 
harvest earlier. 

Up to February 1, 1585, about 5,500,000 bates 
had gonefrom the plantations. This would 
indicate a crop of about 6,460,000 bales, a mere 
trifle above the November indications of the 
rate of yield. 

The proportion by states are as follows: 
North Carolina, 87; South Carolina, 88; Geor- 
gia, 85; Florida, <3: Alabama, “7; Mississippi, 
84: Louisiana, 83; Texas, 36; Arkaagas,s 51: 
Tennessee,33. ae 

The quality of the crop is superior. Rareiy, 
if ever, have the returns of cleanness and color, 
combined with the length of staple, equaled 
these just received. 

The price of seed is low. Complaint is made 
of combinations of oil millers to reduce prices. 
Renters will sell at any price, sometimes as low 
as five to eight cents per bushel. The besi 
planters refuse to sell at ruling rates. The 
average in Mississippi and. Lonisiana is ten 
cents, eleven in Arkansas, twelve in Texas and 
Tennessee, thirteen in South Carolina, Georgia 
and Alabama, and sixteen in Florida. Feeders 
of catile and sheep pay the highest rates. The 
product is larger than last year in Florida 
Tennessee, Arkansas and Texas and smalier iii 
other states. The average result, from a care- 
ful analysis of the present returns, is an aggre- 
gate less than two per céi#t lower than that of 
mst year.

THAT BOULANGER AND FLOURENS 
HAVE A QUARREL. 


The French '‘Minister of War Desires to Send an 
Aide-de-Cemp to Russia With a Letter, but 
Does Not Get a Passport For Him— 
Other Interesting Foreign News. 


Paris, February 10.—At a ball at the Elysee 
palace, this evening, a rumor was circulated 
that General Boulanger’s aide de camp had ap- 
plied to the foreign office for a passport on the 
ground that he was to beara letter from Gen- 
eral Boulanger to the emperor of Russia; that 
M. fF lourens, foreign minister, refused to grant 
the passport, and_ that a violent scene took 
place between Boulanger and Flourens, the 
former explaining that the letter was not for 
the czar, but for the Russian war minister, and 
insisting that the communication must traverse 
the regular diplomatic channels. The aide de 
camp is still in Paris. 

A dispatch from Strasburg to the Republique 
Francaise says that six hundred Alsatians,who 
were summoned to join the German reserves, 
bave crossed into French territory, dreading 
an outbreak of war. 

In the chamber of deputies today M.Dauphin 
opposed M. Verin’s motion requesting the 
goverument to introducea bill imposing an 
uniform progressive income tax. The motion, 
however, was adopted hy a voteof 286 to 238, 
with the words “uniform progressive” omitted. 
The chamber decided to discuss the cereals bill 
before taking up the military bill. 
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REDMOND’'S REMARKS 


In the House of Commons on the Plan of 
Campaign. 

Lonpon, February 10.—Mr. Redmond, 
nationalist, resumed debate on Mr. Parnell’s 
amendment this evening in the house of com- 
mons. He said he spoke as one soon to under- 
go, in company with John Dillon and others, a 
trial which would probably end with impris- 
onment for assisting in the operationsef the 
plan of campaign. So far as the plan had been 
applied, Mr. Redmond said, not more than 
twenty estates had, up to date, been brought 
under its operations, and i: no case was it pro- 
posed to deprive the land!vrd of his rent; but 
the aim was simply to enable tenants to bank 
their money for protection in cases where 
landlords refused to make fair reductions. In 
every instance in which the plan of campaign 
had beeu tried, and landlords were finding it 
advisabie to make concessions, it was mainly 
due to the plan that this winter there had been 
iewer evictions than tor severa] years previous, 
and an almost total absence of outrages. 

The marquis of Hartington said the plan of 
campaign was not the main question before 
the house. To vote for Parnell’s amendment 
was to vote virtually a want of confidence in 
the government. Other questions raised, there- 
fore, could not be discussed on their merits, 
but only with reference to the effect of the 
amendment on the fate of the government. 
Admitting the relations relations landlords and 
teuants in Ireland were far from satisfactory, 
itwasno remedy to suspend, or reduce, or 
abolish the payment of rent. Such a plan 
would be found to be no boon to the poor ten- 
ants, 

Lord Hartington said the real remedies for 
ihe Agrarian crisis were to be found in provid- 
ing Jarger productive employment for the 
people or involuntary emigration conducted 
and supported by local authorities. [Cheers.} 
Still where landlords existed, land laws must 
be enforced. it would never be possible to get 
rid. of an ultimate resort of eviction. The 
course of government in prosecuting the 
authors of the plan of campaign was right and 
straightforward. It was the duty of the gov- 
ernment to attack men engaged in illegal con- 
spiracy, and prevent their leading astray ten- 
ants who were their dupes. Mr. Gladstone had 
declared that the plan of campaign resulted from 
the policy of the government in refusing to 
adopt a suspension of the evictions bill, 
Could parliament hold that asa legitimate con- 
segjucnce the rejection of any measure left the 
people morally entitled to take the law in their 
own hands and do what parliament had refused 
todo? {Cheers.] If the plan of campaign was 
not illegal, if its enforeement was not stopped, 
there would be an end to ali relations between 
landlord and tenant. It would cause an inter- 
racine war and result in the total distruction 
of the power of a landlord to obtain any rent, 
excepting what the tenant chose to pay. The 
suppression of the plan was a necessity if order 
was to be preserved. Mr, Parnell had referred 
toa probable recurrence of the dynamite out- 
rages. He admitted that Mr. Parnell was not 
in a position to control dynamite crime, but he 
was in a position to disown them. [Cheers.] 

They were not discovered. Mr. Parnell 
eontented himself with warning parliament 
that if certain courses were pursued, the dyna- 
miters mightresume operations. As to home 
rule, there remained the steadfast, solid 100 
votes against Mr. Gladstone’sscheme. [ Cheers. }

A RUSSIAN GHOST STORY. 


The Apparition Which Appeared to the Em- 
press Elizabeth. 
Translated from the German for the San Francisco 
Call, 


It is a well-known fact that St. Petersburg 
owes several! of its most magnificent edifices to 
the Empress Elizabeth, daughter of Peter the 
(reat and Catherine the First. She prevailed 
upon Count Rastrelli, the first architect of the 
eighteenth century, to come to St. Petersburg, 
and under his direction the winter palace, the 
Escurial of the North, was built. Abont the 
same time Rastrelli also built the Pagencops, 
formerly the Palace Gernitschoff. a superb edi- 
fice, the imposing Palace Stroganoff, and the 
church of the Smo’lna Monastur, censtucted 
iInastyle as noble as it is beautifal. The 
Palace Beloselski, now called Kotschubeli, also 
owes it origin to Rastrelli. It was restored 
and ornamented with balconies of beautiful 
design by the Russian architect Stacken- 
schmidt, who had also erected numerous vala- 
ces. 

While the Winter Palace was in process of 
constrnction Elizabeth occupied a small pal- 
ace-~Bolscho!-Merskol—situated in the broad 
avenue bordering on the sea, The building 
exist no fonger. It once stood on the identi- 
cal spot—a fact which is not known even to 
all Petersburgians—where the Frenchman Ja- 
cot has now built his immense house. 

When the Winter palace was finished the 
empress appointed a day for taking possession 
of it, and the elite of the guards, a corps which 
was composed entirely of noblemen, mounted 
guard in the new castle. A long, dark cor- 
ridor leads to the middle door of the white or 
throne room. In the corridor two young 
noblemen were posted. It was approaching 
10 o'clock and the arrival of the empress was 
momentarily expected. Suddenly the atten- 
tion of the young men was attracted by a 
bright streak of light which seemed to glide 
between them in the dark passage, 
Their eyes followed the light 
and they saw that it streamed 
through the kevhole of the throne room. Who 
could have any business at such an unusual 
hour in a room which was designed only for 
the reception of foreign ambassadors? One of 
the young men considered it his duty to inves- 
tigate the matter, and approached the door for 
the purpose, butassoon as he ‘ad glanced 
through the keyhold he called to iis comrade 
in a Whisper to come nearer. 

“The empress has already arrived,’ whis- 
pered he; “she is seated on the throne directly 
opposite to the door.”’

The em- 
prees was seated in tranquil dignity on an ele- 
vated golden stool under the red velvet cano- 
py, richly sdorned with the imperial arms of 
Russia, the Couble eagle. The room was bril- 
liantly lighted ; but it was impossible to ascer- 
tain if any other persons were present, and the 
thickness of the door-lock allowed no side- 
view of the apartment. The young men re- 
turned to their posts and waited. Not long 
ary one of the higher officers appeared and 
said : 

“You can all now retire; the empress will 
not come to-night.”’ 

“But her majesty is already here.”’ 

“What? Who?’ 

‘Her Majesty is in the throne roonr.”’ 

“Impossible !’’ 

“You can see for yourself.” 

The officer looke® immediately recognized 
the empress, and said wonderingly: 

“I cannot understand what the marshal 
means. He has just arrived, and ordered that 
all the guards be withdrawn; the empress has 
changed her mind, and will not arrive to- 
night. Nevertheless, I see that she is here. 
Could she have come secretly? At all events, 
I will ascertain what new orders the marshal 
has issued. Meanwhile do you remain here. 
as the empress may pass this way.” The 
marshal, Prince Kuratin, was fortunately stil! 
in the palace, and as soon as he heard of the 
mysterious report hastened to the corridor and 
peeped in his turn through the keyhole. 

“My God! It is the empress! her majesty 
herself! What can it mean?’’ exclaimed he. 
“How can this be possible, when I have just 
left her presence? She was dressed in her usual 
everyday attire, and now [see her arrayed in 
all her royal robes and ‘jewels.

Russian Sunflower. 


MARIETTA, Ga., January 24, 1987.—Editors 
Constitution: A prominent seedsman told me lately 
that the calls for “sunflower seed’’ come; mostly 
from the north and west; that it seemed as Sthough 
our farmers do not know their value. Now, | am 
well aware that a large portion of our farmers im 
agine that reluctance to “gétting outof oldgruts’ 
represents conservatism. I know that onefadvoca. 
ting a new departure must ‘stem a strong tide.’ 
A little reflection, however, will convince some that 
the world moves and the farmers must keep up 
with the times or get left. 

lam induced to say something in favor of the 
cultivation of the above variety of sunfiower, aud 
speak of it expecially asit has become popular 
with those who, tor a few years past, have grown 
it to provide what is technically termed the ‘‘con 
centrated’’ portion of stock feed. 

Last year I made forty-two bushelsof cleaned 

.ussian sunflower seed, without fertilizing, from 
ope acre. Thirty bushels of cotton seed, I presume 
is a fair return from an acre. [ am persuaded that 
Russian sunflower, properly cultivated, will yield 
fifty bushels per acre. 

Examination of a sunflower head will show that 
its perfect seed develops outside of the central sets, 


auires large diameter of seed head. 1 mention this 
to enforce the cultivation of a single plant to each 
square of not less than two feet of ground space 
and also pruning the stalk so that only one head 
may be made thereon. Many plants with Inxuriant 
branches look flattering in the field, but the smal! 
heads at harvest increase labor and altogether 
prove very disappointing. 

Cultivate the sunflower same as corn; four months 
matures a crop. 

The taste characteristic of Russian sunflower seed 
is sweetness, which, compared with the taint of 
cotton seed, makes it infinitely superior feed stuff 
for cattle. 1 have fed out all but a small quantity 
of my crop to cattle, horses and fowl, grinding it 
first with milo or corn, and using as muchas one- 
third Russian sunflower to two-thirds of either millo 
maize or Indian corn, 

| hope thata study of the table of comparative 
analyses may induee some of my fellow-farmers to 
grow Russian sunflowers for stock feed.

AN OHIO QUAKER ROBBED OF A 
FORTUNE WHILE ASLEEP.

of a million in money. His presence in the 
city and his object soon became known to the 
real estate men, and in a short time the Quaker 
found himself in demand. Real estate men 
hunted him up and vied with each other in 
showering attention upon him. ButMr. Miller 
took their work in a matter-of-fact manner, 
all the time showing conclusively that he was 
in no hurry to make a trade. A few days ago, 
after riding over nearly all Fulton county, Mr. 
Miller found 
A TRACT OF LAND

“Then I will call in the morning at ten 
o'clock,” answered the Ohioan, walking out. 

After leaving the office, Mr. Miller walked 
about the street looking at the city, near which 
he was soon to reside. Later he returned to 
his boarding house, and soon after tea retired 
to hisroom. He had with him his $26,249, 
every penny of which was in his vest pockets. 
All of the money except forty dollars was in a 
pocket on the inside of his vest. The

and was in a purse which was stored away in 
an outside vest pocket. About11 o’clock Mr. 

liller disrobed, and, placing all his clothing 
upon the back of a chair, drew the chair close 
to his bed and laid down. For some cause the 
old gentleman neglected to lock his door before 
retiring, and when he dropped off to sleep his 
money Was an easy prey to thieves. 

Mr. Miller slept soundly all during the night. 
He was not disturbed by unpleasant dreams or 
noise, and awcke quite early feeling much re- 
freshed. He at once began to dress, and after 
removing his breeches from the chair discover- 
ed that 

HIS VEST WAS NOT THERE. 

He quickly removed everything from the 
chair, but still the vest was not found.
